Connecticut 
Senate OKs gun 
control bills

HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) 

— The state Senate on 
Wednesday approved 
wide-ranging legislation 
in response to last year’s 
deadly school shooting in 
Newtown, including gun 
control measures that ban 
the sales of large-capacity 
ammunition magazines 
and more than 100 weap¬ 
ons that previously had 
been legal. 

Following a respectful and 
at times somber debate, 
the Senate voted 26-10 in 
favor of a bill crafted by 
leaders from both major 
parties in the Democratic- 
controlled legislature. The 
vote was bipartisan, with 
two Democrats voting with 
Republicans against the bill 
and six Republicans joining 
the Democrats in support¬ 
ing it. 

The bill was to go to the 
House of Representatives, 
which was expected to 
pass it. It would then be 
sent to Democratic Gov. 
Dannel P. Malloy, who has 
said he’ll sign it into law.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Pentagon said Wednesday 
it was deploying a missile 
defense shield to Guam to 
protect the U.S. and its al¬ 
lies in the region in response 
to increasingly hostile rhet¬ 
oric from North Korea.

The threat issued by the 
General Staff of the Korean 
People’s Army capped a 
week of psychological war¬ 
fare and military muscle 
moves by both sides that 
have rattled the region. 

On Wednesday, the Pen¬ 
tagon announced it will 
deploy a land-based, high- 
altitude missile defense sys¬ 
tem to Guam to strengthen 
the Asia-Pacific region's 
protections against a pos¬ 
sible attack. 


Pyongyang, for ifs part, 
said that America's ever- 
escalating hostile policy to¬ 
ward North Korea “will be 
smashed” by the North’s 
nuclear strike and the 
“merciless operation” of its 
armed forces. 

“The U.S. had better ponder 
over the prevailing grave 
situation,” said the translat¬ 
ed statement, which was is¬ 
sued before the Pentagon 
announced plans to send 
a missile defense shield to 
Guam. 

The Pentagon had no im¬ 
mediate reaction to the 
latest statement, but ear¬ 
lier Wednesday Defense 
Secretary Chuck Hagel la¬ 
beled North Korea's rheto¬ 
ric as a real, clear danger 
and threat to the U.S. and 
its Asia-Pacific allies.

“Some of the actions

Scores killed in Taliban assault

KABUL, Afghanistan - In 

one of the most deadly 
insurgent attacks in the 
decade-long war in Af¬ 
ghanistan, nine Taliban 
fighters dressed as Afghan 
soldiers stormed a govern¬ 
ment compound in the 
western part of the country 
on Wednesday morning, 
leaving at least 44 people 
dead and wounding more 
than 100 in a hostage 
standoff. The complex as¬ 
sault began at around 8:45 
a.m., when two suicide at¬ 
tackers detonated explo¬ 
sives packed into an army 
truck at the entrance gate 
of the provincial govern¬ 
ment compound in Farah, 
according to police offi¬ 
cials. After the explosion, 
which ripped through the 
mayor’s office and neigh¬ 
boring buildings, insurgents 
rushed the packed pro¬ 
vincial courthouse, taking 
civilians and a handful of 
employees hostage. 
Afghan security forces sur¬ 
rounded the building, fir¬ 
ing at the Taliban fighters 
tucked away on the sec¬ 
ond floor. At some point 
during the nearly seven- 
hour gunfight, the insur¬ 
gents took the hostages 
downstairs to the base¬ 
ment and shot them, the 
police said. By 4 p.m., the 
fight was over, leaving be¬ 
hind a scene of carnage 
and destruction. The death 
toll: 34 civilians, 10 Afghan 
security forces and all nine 
insurgents, the Farah po¬ 
lice said. More than 100 
people, mostly civilians, 
suffered wounds. The at¬ 


tack highlighted the dete¬ 
riorating security situation 
in Farah, a restive province 
that borders Iran to the 
west. The last major assault 
in the province occurred in 
May, when four insurgents 
dressed as police officers 
staged an attack on the 
governor’s compound, kill¬ 
ing at least 11 people and 
wounding a dozen others. 
But violent attacks in gen¬ 
eral have been on the rise 
recently in the province. 
Officials from Farah said 
the province has become 
a hotbed for the insurgen¬ 
cy and drug traffickers, as 
the government focuses its 
resources on more violent 
areas of the country. Hu- 
maira Ayobi, a member of 
the Parliament represent¬ 
ing Farah, said a recent ef¬ 
fort by the police to stem 
the drug trade may have 
contributed to the violence 
seen Wednesday. Last 
month, five police officers 
were killed in the province 
while conducting a poppy 
eradication campaign. 

As warm weather spreads 
throughout Afghanistan, a 
period referred to as the 
fighting season, Taliban 
violence is expected to 
increase. “Farah is bleed¬ 
ing and crying today,” said 
Ayobi. “The province will 
mourn for weeks.” On the 
street where the attack 
took place on Wednes¬ 
day, witnesses described 
a nightmarish scene, 
with bodies splayed all 
over. Ambulances carted 
charred bodies from the 
buildings, including the of¬ 
fices of the mayor, prose¬

WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama plans to re¬ 
turn 5 percent of his salary 
to the Treasury in solidarity 
with federal workers who 
are going to be furloughed 
as part of the automatic 
budget cuts known as se¬ 
quester, an administration 
official said Wednesday. 
The voluntary move would 
be retroactive to March 1, 
the official said, and will 
apply through the rest of 
the fiscal year, which ends 
in September. 

The White House came up 
with the 5 percent figure 
to approximate the level 
of spending cuts to non¬ 
defense federal agencies 
that took effect that day. 
“The president has de¬ 
cided that, to share in the 
sacrifice being made by 
public servants across the 
federal government that 
are affected by the se¬ 
quester, he will contribute 
a portion of his salary back 
to the Treasury," the official 
said. 

Word of the president’s 


decision came a day after 
Defense Secretary Chuck 
Hagel and Deputy Defense 
Secretary Ashton B. Carter 
disclosed that they would 
return a share of their sala¬ 
ries commensurate with 
the pay lost by the depart¬ 


ment’s civilian employees 
who are expected to be 
furloughed for 14 days be¬ 
fore the end of the fiscal 
year. 

The president makes 
$400,000 a year, so a pay 
cut of 5 percent for the 


whole year amounts to 
$20,000; an administration 
official said Obama would 
pay back that amount, 
compressing the total over 
the remaining months of 
the fiscal year. 

The president's salary is 


set by law and cannot be 
changed during his term, 
so he will write a check to 
the government starting 
this month, the official said. 
Obama and his wife, Mi¬ 
chelle, reported adjusted 
gross income of $789,674 
in 2011, the last year such 
figures were publicly avail¬ 
able. 

Much of the additional 
money came from royalties 
from his books. The Obam¬ 
as donated $172,130, or 
nearly 22 percent of their 
adjusted gross income, to 
charity.

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Sheriff shot dead in West Virginia; suspect in hospital

WILLIAMSON, W.Va. (AP) — 

A sheriff known for cracking 
down on the drug trade in 
southern West Virginia's 
coalfields was fatally shot 
Wednesday in the spot 
where he usually parked 
his car for lunch, a state of¬ 
ficial said, and a suspect 
was in custody. 

State Police told Gov. Earl 
Ray Tomblin that Mingo 
County Sheriff Eugene 
Crum died of his wounds, 
said his chief of staff Rob 
Alsop. 

State Police spokesman 
Sgt. Michael Baylous 
identifed the suspect as 
37-year-old Tennis Melvin 
Maynard and said he was 
being treated at Cabell 
Huntington Hospital in Hun¬ 
tington for gunshot wounds 
late Wednesday. 

Baylous said the suspect's 
condition was unknown, 
but Maynard was shot by 
a sheriff’s deputy after a 
short pursuit in Delbarton 
that ended with Maynard 
crashing his car. 

The courthouse was evac¬ 


uated after the shooting, 
streets into the city were 
temporarily blocked off 
and officers held white 
sheets around the crime 
scene, Crum's body further 
shielded by two vehicles. 
The shooting occurred 
within a block of the coun¬ 
ty courthouse, said Office 
of Emergency Services 
head dispatcher Willis 
Spence. Officials planned 
a news conference for 6 
p.m. in the county in the 
southwest corner of West 
Virginia, on the border with 
Kentucky. 

Delegate Harry Keith 
White, who campaigned 
with Crum last year, said his 
friend was shot to death in 
the same place where he 
parked his car most days to 
eat lunch, near the site of 
a former pharmacy known 
for illegally distributing pills. 
Crum led a drug task force 
and an initiative called 
Operation Zero Tolerance, 
making good on a cam¬ 
paign pledge. White said. 

“I think anybody you ask 
would tell you he was a 
great guy, always with a 
positive attitude, always 


trying to help people,” 
White said. “It's just a sad, 
sad day for Mingo County 
and the state of West Vir¬ 
ginia. 

Jerry Cline stood near the 
site of the slaying hours 
later, recalling how Crum 
watched the traffic and 


the community but “never 
messed with nobody un¬ 
less they were violating the 
law." Authorities have not 
said whether the shooting 
was related to Crum’s drug 
crackdown, but it was on 


Cline's mind. 

“He told them right before 
he got in as sheriff, ‘If you’re 
dealing drugs. I’m coming 
after you. I’m cleaning this 
town up,'" Cline said. “... 
He got out just to do one 
thing, and that's the clean 
this town up. That's all that 


man tried to do.” 

Cline's wife, Loretta, said 
the sheriff was a good 
friend to everyone, even 
those who barely knew 
him. 

“Once you meet him one 


time, it’s like you’ve known 
him all your life,” she said. 
“Every time you’d see him, 
he was always the same. 
He always had a smile on 
his face. He was a very lov¬ 
ing person.” 

Crum had resigned his post 
as a county magistrate be¬ 
fore launching his sheriff’s 
campaign as a signal of in¬ 
tegrity, preferring to run as 
a civilian rather than an of¬ 
ficial, White said. 

He won the primarily hand¬ 
ily and ran unopposed in 
the general election in the 
fall. 

Crum had been a magis¬ 
trate for 12 years and had 
previously served as police 
chief in Delbarton. 

After dozens of indictments 
were issued earlier this year, 
Prosecutor Michael Sparks 
issued a press release de¬ 
claring that Crum “ex¬ 
ceeded my highest expec¬ 
tations” and “has provided 
a game changing boost to 
our drug enforcement pro¬ 
gram.” 

Delegate Justin Marcum, 
D-Mingo and an assistant 
county prosecutor, called 
Crum “a true friend to the

Worker missing as cruise 
ship breaks from US port 


MOBILE, Alabama (AP) — 
High winds dislodged a 
disabled cruise ship from its 
mooring Wednesday, and 
crews were searching for 
a missing shipyard worker 
whose guard shack was 
blown into the water by the 
same strong winds, the U.S. 
Coast Guard said. 
Authorities said the Triumph 
becoming dislodged and 
the shack blowing into the 
water were not directly re¬ 
lated. 

The Carnival Cruise Lines 
ship Triumph was disabled 
Feb. 10, by an engine fire 
that stranded thousands 
of passengers onboard 
for days in the Gulf. It was 
slowly towed into port and 
miserable passengers were 
able to get off. 

The National Weather Ser¬ 
vice reported winds be¬ 
tween 35 mph (56 kph) and 
65 mph (105 kph) blow¬ 
ing through the area on 
Wednesday afternoon. 


Two shipyard workers 
fell into the water when 
the winds hit their guard 
shack, said Steve Huffman, 
spokesman for the Mobile 
Fire-Rescue Department. 
“We recovered one per¬ 
son. He was taken to the 
hospital. He will be fine, 
the only thing he’s suffering 
from is mild hypothermia,” 
Huffman said. 

Petty Officer 2nd Class Bill 
Colclough said the missing 
man worked for BAE Sys¬ 
tems that runs a ship-repair 
operation on the Mobile 
River. 

Carnival spokesman 

Vance Gulliksen said the 
ship drifted and is resting 
against a cargo vessel. 
“There are tug vessels that

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US soldier charged with killing wife

SAVANNAH, Georgia (AP) 

— An American soldier ac¬ 
cused of plotting attacks 
as the leader of an anti- 
U.S. government militia 
group was charged by the 
Army on Wednesday with 
murder in the 2011 death 
of his pregnant wife. 

Pvt. Isaac Aguigui will face 
a military hearing to deter¬ 
mine if he should be tried 
by court-martial for the 
deaths of his wife. Army 
Sgt. Deirdre Aguigui, and 
the child they lost in July 
2011, Fort Stewart officials 
in southeast Georgia said. 
“Every victim deserves to 
have their case prosecut¬ 
ed. In this case it took some 
time,” said Fort Stewart 
spokesman Kevin Larson. 


Months after his wife's 
death, Aguigui and three 
fellow Fort Stewart soldiers 
were charged by civilian 
authorities in the Decem¬ 
ber 2011 shooting deaths 
of Michael Roark, a former 
member of their Army unit, 
and Roark’s teenage girl¬ 
friend. 

Civilian prosecutors have 
called Aguigui the leader 
of a militia group of mal- 
contented Army soldiers 
who plotted attacks rang¬ 
ing from bombing a park 
fountain in Savannah to 
poisoning apple crops in 
Washington state. They say 
Aguigui used a $500,000 
life insurance payout from 
his wife's death to buy 
guns and bomb compo¬ 
nents and ordered his fol¬ 
lowers to kill Roark and his 


girlfriend. Tiffany York, fear¬ 
ing they would expose the 
group. 

Roark’s father, Brett Roark, 
said the slayings of his son 
and York could have been 
prevented had the Army 
charged Aguigui sooner. 
“The original command 
structure didn't do their 
job,” Roark said. “This 
should have stopped at 
her murder.” 

Deirdre Aguigui, an Army 
linguist, became pregnant 
after returning home to 
Fort Stewart from a deploy¬ 
ment to Iraq. A few months 
later, on July 17, 2011, she 
was found dead at the 
couple's home on the 
Army post. 

Fort Stewart officials and 
the woman’s family have 
declined to discuss her 
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Pvt. Isaac Aguigui during a preliminary hearing at Long County 
Superior Court in Ludowici, Ga. Aguigui, accused by prosecutors 
in 2011 of plotting attacks as leader of an anti-government 
militia group, was charged by the Army on Wednesday, April 3, 
2013 with murder in the 2011 death of his pregnant wife.

death because of the on¬ 
going investigation. The 
Army has refused to re¬ 
lease records pertaining 
to her death when The As¬ 
sociated Press requested 
them last year. 

Regina Ross-Schmid, an 
Army spouse at Fort Stew¬ 
art and friend of Deidre 
Aguigui, told the AP last 
year that soldiers who 
served with her friend were 
never given an explana¬ 
tion. 

“When we first were told 
she had died, what was 
said was she laid down 
to take a nap and when 


Isaac went to wake her up, 
he couldn’t wake her up,” 
Ross-Schmid said in an in¬ 
terview last August. 
According to her obituary, 
Deirdre Aguigui met her 
husband at the U.S. Military 
Academy Prep School, 
which prepares cadets for 
admission to West Point, 
but he never became 
an officer. Instead, Isaac 
Aguigui’s service record 
shows he followed his wife 
in November 2010 to Fort 
Stewart, where the young 
private served as an intel¬ 
ligence analyst in the Ar¬

Milwaukee’s archdiocese 
to release sex abuse files

MILWAUKEE (AP) — The 

Archdiocese of Milwaukee 
said Wednesday it will pub¬ 
licly release thousands of 
pages of documents tied 
to sexual abuse lawsuits, 
including depositions with 
some of its former top offi¬ 
cials. The archdiocese had 
been fighting the release 
of the documents, and it 
made its announcement 
the day before a hear¬ 
ing on the matter was to 
be held in U.S. bankrupt¬ 
cy court in Milwaukee. 
The archdiocese filed for 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy 
protection in January 2011 
to deal with about 500 sex 
abuse claims filed by men 
and women. Lawyers rep¬ 
resenting those people 
had been seeking the 
documents' release. The 
documents to be released 
include depositions given 


by New York Cardinal Tim¬ 
othy Dolan, who previously 
led the Milwaukee arch¬ 
diocese, former Milwau¬ 
kee Archbishop Rembert 
Weakland and retired Bish¬ 
op Richard Sklba. Victims' 
advocates have accused 
archdiocese leaders of 
transferring abusive priests 
to other parishes and con¬ 
cealing their crimes for de¬ 
cades. Jerry Topczewski, 
chief of staff for Archbishop 
Jerome Listecki, said the 
archdiocese plans to post 
the documents on its web¬ 
site by July 1. Along with 
the depositions, the cache 
will include documents 
from priests' personnel files 
and the files of bishops and 
other church leaders. Top¬ 
czewski said one reason 
for the delay was to en¬ 
sure that the identities of 
sexual abuse victims were 
fully redacted before the 
documents were made 
public.Q 
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Too early for 2016? Not for Hillary Clinton’s fans

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Hillary Rodham Clinton 
stayed on safe political 
ground Tuesday, advocat¬ 
ing women’s rights globally 
in a 12-minute speech, but 
that was enough to excite 
fans imploring the former 
first lady, senator and sec¬ 
retary of state to run again 
for president three years 
from now. 

Clinton, perhaps as popu¬ 
lar as ever in her 22 years 
in national politics, said 
she has “unwavering faith 
in the untapped potential 
of women and girls." She 
spoke at the Vital Voices 
Global Leadership Awards, 
at Washington’s Kennedy 
Center. The event, high¬ 
lighting efforts such as ex¬ 
panding education for girls 
and fighting domestic vio¬ 
lence worldwide, marked 
her first public speech since 
ending her much-praised 
stint as secretary of state. 
As members of the group 
Ready for Hillary cheered 
outside, the 2016 political 
buzz was inevitable. Vice 
President Joe Biden — an¬ 
other potential Democrat¬ 
ic candidate — spoke later 
at the same event. 

If Clinton has any jealou¬ 
sy, she didn't show it. She 
praised Biden effusively, 
especially for his role in 
Congress’ recent renewal 
of the Violence Against 
Women Act. 

Biden returned the com¬ 
pliment a half-hour later, 
after Clinton had left the 
stage, telling the mostly 
female audience of more 
than 2,000 that “there’s no 
woman like Hillary Clinton.” 
Biden said Clinton’s decla¬ 
ration in China nearly two 
decades ago — “Women’s 
rights are human rights,” 
she said at the time — “still 
echoes forcefully around 


the world.” Women every¬ 
where, he said, “are enti¬ 
tled to every single oppor¬ 
tunity that any man is.” 
Clinton, 65, has said she 
has no plans for a second 
presidential bid, but she 
hasn't ruled it out. Demo¬ 
crats argue among them¬ 
selves whether she has the 
desire and energy to go 
through the grueling cam¬ 
paign process she knows 
so well. But many see her 
as a prohibitive favorite 
whose head start would be 
so big that other potential 
candidates might starve 
for funds and attention. 

A Washington Post-ABC 
News poll in January found 
that 67 percent of Ameri¬ 
cans held a favorable 
view of Clinton. That’s her 
highest rating since the 
poll began measuring her 
popularity in the 1990s. It 
spans her eight years in the 
Senate. 

“It's hard to overstate the 
breadth and depth of en¬ 
thusiasm for a Hillary run," 
said Doug Hattaway, a 
former Clinton campaign 
aide and now a Washing- 
ton-based consultant. She 
built a national base of 
supporters in 2008, when 
she lost a hard-fought 
nomination fight to Barack 
Obama, and she’s widely 
respected after her turn 
heading the State Depart¬ 
ment, Hattaway said. 

“A lot of donors, volunteers 
and potential campaign 
workers will wait to hear 
what she decides before 
committing to other can¬ 
didates,” he said, although 
“anyone with their eye on 
2016 is already working on 
it." 

Mo Elleithee, a top spokes¬ 
man for Clinton’s 2008 
campaign, said it’s much 
too early to press her for an 
answer. 

“My advice to everyone is 


to chill out,” Elleithee said. 
“There’s no need for all this 
breathless anticipation at 


this point,” he said, and po¬ 
litical activists should focus 
on next year's mid-term 
elections. 

Noting that Clinton said 
she has no intention of 
running, he said, “I think 
that's where her head is.” 
But he said he shares “the 
enthusiasm” for a Clinton 


candidacy. There may be 
no one in America with 
a clearer view of what it 


takes to run for president. 
Clinton was a highly visible 
adviser and defender of 
her husband. Bill, then the 
Arkansas governor, when 
he was elected president 
in 1992 in 1996. Her eight 
years as first lady included 
the excruciating Monica 
Lewinsky scandal and her 


husband’s impeachment. 
On the same day her hus¬ 
band’s successor was 
elected, Clinton handily 
won a Senate seat from 
New York. She breezed to 
re-election in 2006 and was 
the early favorite for the 
2008 presidential nomina¬ 
tion. 

But Obama used his early 
opposition to the Iraq war, 
plus a keen understanding 
of how to win small states’ 
delegates, to outma- 
neuver the Clinton team. 
Obama promptly tapped 
his former rival to be secre¬ 
tary of state, assuring Clin¬ 
ton another prime post at 
the center of national poli¬ 
cy and politics. 

Some Democrats want the 
party to look to younger 
candidates, noting that 
Clinton will turn 69 shortly 
before Election Day 2016, 
and Biden will turn 74 soon 
after. Those drawing no¬ 
tice include New York 
Gov. Andrew Cuomo, 55, 
and Maryland Gov. Martin 
O'Malley, 50. 

As runner-up in the 2008 
Democratic primary, Clin¬ 
ton arguably is the party’s 
heir apparent. □

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Hollande pledges clean sweep amid probe

PARIS (AP) — For a French 
president who came to 
power on a promise of 
“irreproachability," nam¬ 
ing a lying tax-dodger to 
be his chief tax collector 
was probably not the best 
move. 

Now Francois Hollande is 
a president on the ropes, 
reeling from a potentially 
knockout blow delivered 
by his ex-budget minister, 
a man who admitted this 
week that he had hidden 
hundreds of thousands of 
euros from the tax man for 
decades and lied about it. 
Those lies from Jerome Ca- 
huzac came both in front of 
the National Assembly and 
to Hollande’s own face. 
Worst of all for Hollande 
was that he billed his presi¬ 
dency as a return to moral¬ 
ity and simplicity after what 
his Socialist Party dubbed 
the “bling-bling" years of 
his conservative predeces¬ 
sor Nicolas Sarkozy. Now 
Hollande has handed Sar¬ 
kozy’s opposition UMP par¬ 
ty the club it needs to bash 
him and his Socialist gov¬ 
ernment for the rest of his 
presidency. 

After months of denials, 
Cahuzac wrote on his blog 
Tuesday that he had told 
investigating judges he had 
a foreign bank account for 
20 years. Cahuzac, who 
had long criticized the use 
of overseas tax havens, quit 
the government last month 
as the scandal swelled. 

The opposition UMP party 
has already been merci¬ 
lessly haranguing Hollande 
and the Socialists for eco¬ 
nomic mismanagement 
after the government ad¬ 


mitted it would not be able 
to trim the deficit as far as 
it had pledged to its Euro¬ 
pean partners. 

Cutting that deficit by 
cracking down on tax- 
dodgers was part of Ca- 
huzac’s job as Hollande’s 
budget minister. 

That makes his surprise ad¬ 
mission of a secret Swiss 
bank account — after 


secret in December. 
Hollande made an unusu¬ 
al taped TV appearance 
Wednesday to respond 
to the crisis. Shaking his fist 
in a bid to appear force¬ 
ful, Hollande called Cahu- 
zac’s actions “unpardon¬ 
able” and “an outrage to 
the Republic."At the same 
time, Hollande tried to de¬ 
flect the scandal with a

months of denying its ex¬ 
istence — embarrassing 
not only for him but for 
Hollande’s entire cabinet. 
Many government ministers 
had taken to the airwaves 
to swear to Cahuzac's pro¬ 
bity and trustworthiness af¬ 
ter the muckraking website 
Media part first reported his 


pointed reference to “the 
failure of one man.” He 
also announced a string of 
reforms — including ban¬ 
ning convicted fraudsters 
from holding public office 
and requiring all govern¬ 
ment ministers and mem¬ 
bers of parliament to pub¬ 
lish details of their personal 


finances. 

It’s not clear yet if that will 
help. Hollande is among 
the least popular presi¬ 
dents in modern French his¬ 
tory after less than one year 
in office. Recent opinion 
polls give him an approval 
rating of barely more than 
30 percent. 

The disgust felt by French 
voters was expressed by 
Philippe Martin, a passer-by 
walking Wednesday near 
the Champs Elysees in Paris. 
“He dared to look into 
someone else's eyes and 
say he didn't have a bank 
account in Switzerland, 
that's a disgrace," Martin 
said. 

French voters have grown 
used to seeing ministers 
and other top public offi¬ 
cials nabbed in various cor¬ 
ruption probes. 

“This isn’t the first time it’s 
happening," said Anne Se- 
donin, another passer-by in 
Paris. “It’s sad, sad.” 

The executive editor of Me- 
diapart, the online investi¬ 
gative journalism site, said 
Cahuzac’s admission will 
set off a political “earth¬ 
quake.” 

Edwy Plenel said what 
makes the Cahuzac scan¬ 
dal so threatening to the 
country's democracy “is 
the attitude of the whole 
political class,” which he 
said had rallied behind Ca¬ 
huzac. 

“His admission reveals to 
the French citizens the in¬ 
adequacy of the majority 
of that world,” Plenel said. 
Plenel and others fear this 
latest scandal will benefit 
extremist parties such as 
Marine Le Pen's far-right 
National Front or the far-left 
New Anti-Capitalist Party. 


UK duo faces 
jail for killing 6 
children in fire

LONDON (AP) — Mick Phil- 
pott presented himself as 
an amiable rascal with an 
unorthodox lifestyle and 
a rambunctious brood of 
children — 17 in all, with 
five women. 

Yet the Englishman’s ram¬ 
shackle existence took 
a horrifying turn when 
he and his wife set a fire 
that killed six of their chil¬ 
dren. Prosecutors said it 
was an attempt to influ¬ 
ence a custody battle 
that “went disastrously 
and tragically wrong." The 
May 2012 deaths and the 
twisting saga that ensued 
have shocked Britain and 
sparked debate on every¬ 
thing from sexism to Brit¬ 
ain’s welfare system. 

A judge said she would sen¬ 
tence Mick and Mairead 
Philpott on Thursday for 
their manslaughter con¬ 
victions in the deaths of 
Jayden, Jesse, Jack, John, 
Jade and Duwayne, aged 
5 to 13. Prosecutors said 
the couple hatched a plan 
to start a gasoline-fueled 
fire and then rescue the 
children, pinning blame 
on Philpott’s mistress so he 
could gain advantage in 
their child custody battle. 
The plan went wrong within 
minutes, because the fire 
was far bigger than ex¬ 
pected and the father was 
unable to smash a window 
to get in, prosecutors said. 
The couple and a friend 
who helped them, Paul 
Mosley, were all convicted 
of manslaughter this week 
at England’s Nottingham 
Crown Court. □ 
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Syrian rebels continue bold push into strategic south

BEIRUT (AP) — Syrian rebels 
captured a military base 
in the south on Wednes¬ 
day and set their sights on 
seizing control of a strate¬ 
gically important region 
along the border with Jor¬ 
dan that would give them 
a critical gateway to at¬ 
tempt an attack on the 
capital, Damascus. 

With foreign aid and train¬ 
ing of rebels in Jordan 
ramping up, the opposi¬ 
tion fighters have regained 
momentum in their fight 
to topple President Bashar 
Assad. But while the fall of 
southern Syria would fa¬ 
cilitate the rebel push for 
Damascus, if might also 
create dangerous compli¬ 
cations, potentially draw¬ 
ing Syria’s neighbors into 
the 2-year-old civil war. 
Besides abutting Jordan, 
the region includes territory 
that borders Syria’s side of 
the Golan Heights, along a 
sensitive frontier with Israel. 
“This is a very sensitive trian¬ 
gle we are talking about,” 
said Hisham Jaber, a re¬ 
tired Lebanese army gen¬ 
eral who heads the Middle 
East Center for Studies and 
Political Research in Beirut. 
“The fall of Daraa, if it hap¬ 
pens, may usher in strate¬ 
gic changes in the area.” 
For the rebels, control of 
the south is key to their ad¬ 
vance toward Damascus. 
Dozens of fighting brigades 
have carved up footholds 
in areas to the east and 
south of the capital, where 
they fire off mortar shells on 
the heavily guarded city. 
The significance of their 
gains in the south was on 
display Wednesday when 
the rebels stormed a mili¬ 
tary base after a five-day 
siege. “Damascus will be 
liberated from here, from 
Daraa, from the south,” de¬ 
clared an armed fighter, a 
rifle slung over his shoulder 
and a kaffiyeh tied around 
his face. Videos posted on¬ 
line by activists showed him 
and other unidentified reb¬ 
els celebrating inside the 
Syrian army's 49th battal¬ 
ion in the village of Alma, 
on the outskirts of Daraa. 
“We will march to the presi¬ 
dential palace from here,” 
said another fighter, amid 
bursts of Allahu Akbar, or 


God is great. The videos 
showed rebels from the 
Suqour Houran, or Eagles 
of Houran brigade, driving 
a Russian-made armored 
personnel carrier inside the 
base. “These missiles are 
now under our control,” 
said a fighter, standing be¬ 
fore a missile loaded on a 
truck. 


Another video, posted by 
the Fajr al-lslam brigade, 
showed the rebels walk¬ 
ing around the base as 
the heavy thud of incom¬ 
ing artillery rounds fired by 
nearby regime forces was 
heard in the background. 
A destroyed rocket, army 
trucks and radars were 
seen on the ground. 


The videos appeared con¬ 
sistent with Associated 
Press reporting from the 
area. 

The capture of the base is 
the latest advance by op¬ 
position fighters near the 
strategic border with Jor¬ 
dan. Last month, opposi¬ 
tion fighters seized Dael, 
one of the province's big¬ 


ger towns, and overran an¬ 
other air defense base in 
fhe region.

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Spain king’s daughter suspected in corruption case

MADRID (AP) — In another 
blow to Spain’s royal fam¬ 
ily, a court named Princess 
Cristina, the king’s daugh¬ 
ter, as a suspect Wednes¬ 
day in a corruption case 
involving her husband. 

The Palma de Mallorca 
court announced that the 
47-year-old princess will be 
called in for questioning on 
April 27. She has not been 
charged with any offense 
and faces no restrictions 
on her freedom. Her hus¬ 
band, Inaki Urdangarin, a 
lead suspect in the inves¬ 
tigation, has also not been 
charged with any crime. 
The court summons is a first 
for a member of the king’s 
immediate family. The 
Royal Palace expressed 
surprise at the judge’s de¬ 
cision and would not com¬ 


ment about what the prin¬ 
cess’ defense will be. 

The announcement comes 
after a year of health 
and image problems for 
75-year-old King Juan Car¬ 
los, once one of Spain's 
most popular figures, wide¬ 
ly admired for his role in 
helping steer Spain to de¬ 
mocracy in the 1970s after 
decades of dictatorship. 
But the Mallorca corrup¬ 
tion case and other issues 
have eaten away at Span¬ 
iards’ admiration for their 
royal family — especially 
as a crippling economic 
crisis has widened the gap 
between rich and poor. 
“This is the toughest blow 
the royal family has re¬ 
ceived within the last few 
years, or ever since I can 
remember,” Jan Martinez 
Ahrens, deputy editor of El 
Pais, the country’s leading

Investigating authorities al¬ 
lege that Urdangarin and 
his former business part¬ 
ner Diego Torres tunneled 
about 5 million euros ($6.4 
million) in public funds 


to companies they con¬ 
trolled. The two ran a non¬ 
profit organization called 
the Noos Institute, through 
which the funds were 
channeled and of which 
the princess was a board 


member. 

In a court document 
Wednesday, investigat¬ 
ing magistrate Judge Jose 
Castro said the princess 
was a board member 
on two of her husband’s 
companies. The magis¬ 


trate added there was 
evidence the princess was 
aware that her husband 
had used her name and 
status in his dealings, from 
which both had benefited. 
Castro said such evidence 


could lead the princess to 
be classified as an accom¬ 
plice. 

Urdangarin, 45, has already 
been questioned twice by 
Castro since the probe be¬ 
gan two years ago. 

The magistrate said for the 
investigation to be com¬ 
pleted and to show that 
justice treats all equally, 
the princess must be ques¬ 
tioned. 

Speculation that the prin¬ 
cess could be involved 
began when Torres report¬ 
edly began turning over to 
the judge copies of emails 
he had exchanged with 
Urdangarin. 

The judge recently set joint 
bail of 8.2 million euros 
($10.5 million) for Urdanga¬ 
rin and Torres and said the 
two “ignored the rules of 
public contracting as long 
as they achieved their aim, 
which was no other than 
to divert public funds for 
their own benefit or that 
of others.” He said the two 
decided to make as much 
as possible out of Urdan- 
garin’s relationship with the 
Royal Palace in their deal¬ 
ings with public and pri¬ 
vate entities. □

Serbia blames Kosovo Albanians over talks

BELGRADE, Serbia (AP) — 

Serbia blamed Kosovo's 
ethnic Albanian leaders on 
Wednesday for the failure 
of European Union-medi¬ 
ated talks on the future 
of Serb-controlled north¬ 
ern Kosovo, and said it will 
have to make some “pain¬ 
ful" decisions to try reach a 
compromise with its bitter 
Balkan foe. 

Presidential adviser Marko 
Djuric said after a meet¬ 
ing of the Serbian leader¬ 
ship that Serb proposals 
were rejected by ethnic 
Albanian officials during 
the meeting in Brussels that 


broke up early Wednes¬ 
day. 

“We failed to reach any 
compromise, but we are 
determined to head that 
way,” Djuric said. 

Serbian Deputy Prime Min¬ 
ister Aleksandar Vucic said 
Serbia has until the next 
Tuesday to make a “dra¬ 
matic” decision on wheth¬ 
er to accept or reject an 
agreement with Kosovo 
Albanians. 

Serbian officials said the 
stumbling block in the talks 
was their demand that eth¬ 
nic Serbs, who represent 
about 10 percent of Koso¬ 
vo’s 2 million people, have 
their own judiciary and 


police force. The Serbian 
government also wants 
any future Kosovo army to 
be banned from patrolling 
the areas in Kosovo where 
ethnic Serbs represent a 
majority. Serbia is required 
to normalize relations with 
its neighbors if it wants ul¬ 
timately to join the Euro¬ 
pean Union. But Kosovo 
officials have rejected the 
demands from Belgrade, 
saying they would be tan¬ 
tamount to a division of 
Kosovo into two separate 
entities. Earlier, Kosovo

Opposition warns of military meddling in campaign 


Chile’s Pinera 
claims no 
risk 

of economy 
overheating

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — 

Chile’s fast-growing econ¬ 
omy is robust, healthy and 
can continue to expand, 
free from risks of overheat¬ 
ing, President Sebastian 
Pinera said on Wednesday. 
The economy of the world’s 
No.l copper producer has 
been growing on the back 
of its strong mining industry 
and local demand. 

But the finance minister 
said this week that Chile 
might take measures to 
avoid having the econo¬ 
my expand so quickly that 
productive capacity can’t 
keep pace with demand, 
boiling over into inflation. 
The central bank on Tues¬ 
day elevated its estimate 
for growth to 5.5 percent 
for 2013. 

“The bulk of investment in 
Chile is financed through 
Chilean savings and only a 
small part with foreign sav¬ 
ings, besides that, the cur¬ 
rent account deficit is be¬ 
ing financed not through 
debt but through direct 
foreign investment,” Pinera 
told foreign correspon¬ 
dents at the presidential 
palace. 

While he said the govern¬ 
ment has a “constant con¬ 
cern of not overheating 
the economy, 

I’m convinced that the 
Chilean economy is grow¬ 
ing healthy, strong and in a 
sustainable way, and that 
it can continue to grow at 
this rhythm.”□

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Venezuela’s presidential 
campaign on Wednesday 
veered between warnings 
of military meddling in the 
April 14 vote and opposi¬ 
tion mirth at the acting 
president's suggestion that 
the spirit of Hugo Chavez 
visited him as “a little bird” 
while he prayed. 
Opposition lawmaker Al¬ 
fonso Marquina presented 
a complaint to Venezu¬ 
ela’s elections council, de¬ 
manding it sanction of¬ 
ficers who have publicly 
backed Nicolas Maduro, 
who has been acting presi¬ 
dent since President Hugo 
Chavez's death on March 
5. 

Marquina has alleged that 
Defense Minister Diego 
Molero and National Guard 
Gen. Antonio Benavides 
plan to use military resourc¬ 
es to intimidate voters, es¬ 
pecially those dependent 
on government services, to 
cast ballots for Maduro. 
Maduro's campaign de¬ 
nies the allegations and 
there was no immediate 
comment from the council. 
But the controversy was al¬ 
most overshadowed in the 
press and chatter in the 
street by Maduro’s latest 
move to draw an almost 
religious connection to 
Chavez, whom he served 
as foreign minister and vice 
president. 

Maduro declared on Tues¬ 
day that a “little bird” ap¬ 
peared as he was pray¬ 
ing alone in a little wood¬ 
en chapel shortly after 
Chavez’s death. 

“It sang, and I responded 
with a song and the bird 
took flight, circled around 


once and then flew away, 
and I felt the spirit and bless¬ 
ings of Commander Hugo 
Chavez for this battle,” said 
Maduro, who interspersed 
his remarks with sounds to 
simulate the flapping of the 
bird's wings and its whistle. 
The message, delivered as 


he visited Chavez's home¬ 
town of Sabaneta in south¬ 
ern Venezuela, was intend¬ 
ed for a national audience 
of Chavistas that reveres 
the late leader. It also fell 
in line with an electoral 
strategy in which Maduro 
repeatedly emphasizes his 
close ties to Chavez, who 
tapped him as his chosen 
successor. But it prompted 
ridicule among many of his 
opponents. 

Many newspapers led their 
campaign stories Wednes¬ 
day with Maduro’s bird 
remarks. The satirical web¬ 
site “El Chiguire Bipolar” 
said the statement was so 
strange that its own jokes 


could not compete: “If you 
laugh, it’s not because of 
us.” 

Images of birds with 
Chavez’s head circulated 
among government critics 
on social networking sites 
such as Twitter and Face- 
book, prompting Maduro 


to defend himself. 

“Now the bourgeoisie and 
the right are talking about 
Maduro’s little bird. What 
do they think? That we’re 
ridiculous? Show some re¬ 
spect, gentlemen,” he said 
at a Tuesday rally in the 
western state of Zulia. 
Maduro also defended 
what he called revolution¬ 
ary unity with the armed 
forces at a rally Wednes¬ 
day in the western state of 
Tachira, even as the op¬ 
position was filing its com¬ 
plaint. 

“Civic-military unity is one 
of the greatest works that 
our supreme commander, 
Hugo Chavez, built,” Mad¬ 


uro said, according to the 
government news agency. 
Venezuela’s Constitution 
bans military officers from 
publicly promoting politi¬ 
cians or political parties. 
But in his 14 years in pow¬ 
er, Chavez co-opted the 
armed forces’ leadership 
to ensure loyalty to his so¬ 
cialist government, espe¬ 
cially after he was briefly 
ousted in a coup in 2002. 
Opposition candidate Hen- 
rique Capriles and his sup¬ 
porters have lambasted 
top-ranking military officers, 
including Molero and Bena¬ 
vides, for publicly backing 
Maduro in the April 14 elec¬ 
tion. 

But just one day after 
Chavez died, Molero said 
the military would follow 
instructions left by Chavez. 
He did not elaborate. 

“The national armed forces 
will not fail Chavez,” Mole¬ 
ro declared. “Once elec¬ 
tions are organized, we will 
honor his wishes and we will 
give the fascists a tough 
blow.” 

On March 21, the defense 
minister tweeted: “From this 
day on, we join the battle 
of ideas the Supreme Com¬ 
mander of the Revolution 
pushed forward.” 

On Tuesday, Maduro ac¬ 
cused the opposition of 
attempting to create splits 
within the military. He did 
not provide details. 

“They want to divide the 
armed forces,” he told 
supporters. “Everyone, be 
alert.” 

During an interview with 
the Caracas-based tele¬ 
vision network Telesur on 
Wednesday, Molero ex¬ 
pressed confidence in the 
military's unity, saying “it's 
more solid than ever.'O

(AP) — An Irish teenager 
has been charged with 
threatening to shoot and 
kill the president of Guy¬ 
ana during what his lawyer 
says was an alcohol-fueled 
conversation with two 
bodyguards of the South 
American country’s lead¬ 
er. Cillian James Crossan, 
a 17-year-old volunteer 
with an aid group, was jok¬ 
ing when he said he would 
shoot and kill President 
Donald Ramotar and said 
it because he didn't be¬ 
lieve the two men were re¬ 
ally bodyguards, defense 
lawyer Glenn Hanoman 
said Wednesday. 

“He had been drinking 
beer since early the morn¬ 
ing and had even mixed 
rum and beer and had 
them at the same time,” 
Hanoman said. 

“I think that was the main 
factor at play when he 
argued with two of the 
guards.” 

The incident occurred Sun¬ 
day at a rodeo in the rug¬ 
ged and remote Rupununi 
region along the country’s 
border with Brazil. 

The president was not 
there at the time. Cros¬ 
san pleaded not guilty to 
the charge before a local 
magistrate and released 
on the equivalent of about 
$300 bail over the objec¬ 
tions of prosecutor Vishnu 
Hunte. “The threat was di¬ 
rected to none other than 
the president of Guyana, 
his Excellency Donald Ra¬ 
motar, by a foreign nation¬ 
al," Hunte said. 

“There is therefore a likeli¬ 
hood that he may flee the 
jurisdiction since he is not a 
resident of Guyana.” 

The offense is a misde¬ 
meanor and Crossan, who 
is in Guyana for one year 
as a volunteer with the Brit¬ 
ish group Project Trust, fac¬ 
es a maximum sentence 
of a fine of no more than 
$ 1,0000

The new demand means 
traffickers are shipping 
drugs across the Atlantic 
Ocean into West Africa 
and then north into Europe, 
Brownfield said. □

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Mcllroy uses Texas Open to get ‘sharp’ for Augusta

Rory Mcllroy’s last-minute, 
last-ditch effort to right his 
game in time for the Mas¬ 
ters next week has taken a 
trip to a usually out-of-the- 
way spot on the PGA Tour. 
Mcllroy and three other 
highly-ranked players in the 
Official World Golf Rank¬ 
ings start play in the Valero 
Texas Open on Thursday at 
TPC San Antonio. 

“It obviously was a last-min¬ 
ute decision to come and 
play here in San Antonio,” 
Mcllroy said after his pro- 
am round Wednesday was 
washed out by rainstorms 
on his 13th hole. “But from 
what I see I like it. It should 
be a good week, a week 
where I can try to get my 
game sharp going to Au¬ 
gusta." 

Big-name players don’t of¬ 
ten seek the Greg Norman- 
designed Oaks Course 
at TPC to sharpen their 
games. 

Last year only two mem¬ 
bers of golf's top 50 (no one 
in the top 15) played on a 
course that ended with 
the highest overall scoring 
average on tour except 
the PGA Championship 
at Kiawah Island’s Ocean 
Course. In addition to Mc¬ 
llroy, top-15 ranked play¬ 
ers Matt Kuchar (ninth), Ian 
Poulter (12th) and Chari 


Schwartzel (15th) are tee¬ 
ing it up. Ben Curtis, 2003 
British Open winner, is de¬ 
fending champ. 

Yet Mcllroy’s play since 
he won the PGA Champi¬ 
onship by a record eight- 
shot margin in August 


has dropped him a spot, 
from No. 1 to 2, while Tiger 
Woods went back to the 
top after three wins. 

Mcllroy started the year 
swinging the same brand 
of clubs as Woods, but not 
the same game. He missed 


a cut at Abu Dhabi, walked 
off the course as defend¬ 
ing champ at Honda and 
got beat in opening-round 
play at the World Match 
Play in Arizona. 

“I don’t care if I miss 10 cuts 
in a row -- if I win a major,” 
Mcllroy said. “I don’t care. 
I mean, that’s what it’s all 
about, winning the big 
tournaments." 

Mcllroy comes to San An¬ 
tonio for the first time, and 
he’s off his second made 
cut of the year, a 45th- 
place finish at the Shell 
Houston Open. Though 
notables like Woods and 
Phil Mickelson aren’t at¬ 
tracted to the TPC course 
as Masters preparation, 
other players who have 
come here share Mcllroy's 
view of getting in one more 
competitive event and dis¬ 
miss his recent skid. 

“All Rory has to worry about 
is peaking the right weeks,” 
said Padraig Harrington, 
also in the Texas field. 
“His game is plenty good 
enough that when he does 
peak, he can lap fields.” 

In addition to the hard¬ 
scrabble layout Norman 
crafted in the beginnings of 
the Texas Hill Country, the 
weather plays havoc on 
the event. Last year. Matt 
Every shot an opening- 
round 63, a course record, 


in rather benign conditions. 
The next day he teed it up 
with a wind that suddenly 
howled at 30 mph in plac¬ 
es and he shot 74. 

Winds could reach 25 mph 
during Thursday’s opening 
round. 

Mcllroy got in a full prac¬ 
tice round on Tuesday be¬ 
fore getting washed out on 
the back nine Wednesday. 
Though Mickelson was criti¬ 
cal of the tour last week for 
stopping at the TPC course 
the week before The Mas¬ 
ters, Poulter recently decid¬ 
ed it was a good move for 
him to play. 

“Phil’s mentioned that it’s 
the wrong thing for him to 
do, to come to a course 
like this to play golf, but 
I disagree," Poulter said. 
“I'm happy to stand on 
that tee next Thursday (at 
Augusta National), and 
I've got to hit it 10 yards left 
of that bunker. I’m fine with 
that. I can pick up on that 
pretty quick.” 

The TPC course had four 
greens altered and two 
fairways widened before 
this year's event. Yet some 
places remain unchanged, 
like the tree-choked right 
side of the par-4 9th where 
Kevin Na drove his tee shot 
two years ago and finally 
emerged with a score of 16. 
He’s not here this year.Q 


Baseball still lacks MLB 
guarantee for Olympic bid

ROME (AP) — Baseball and 
softball's joint bid for Olym¬ 
pic reinstatement is still 
lacking a guarantee that 
major league stars would 
be freed up to play ahead 
of a key presentation to 
the IOC scheduled for next 
month. 

International Baseball Fed¬ 
eration President Riccardo 
Fraccari is still holding out 
hope that Major League 
Baseball will commit its 
players for at least the 
semifinals and finals of the 
proposed Olympic tourna¬ 
ment, but he told The As¬ 
sociated Press on Wednes¬ 


day that “we have to be 
realistic.” 

Baseball and softball have 
been out of the Olympics 
since 2008 and merged in 
a bid to return for the 2020 
Games. They are compet¬ 
ing against seven other 
sports for a single spot on 
the program. 

On May 29 in St. Peters¬ 
burg, Russia, the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee 
board will select one or 
more sports to submit for 
final consideration to the 
IOC general assembly in 
Buenos Aires, Argentina, in 
September. 

“We need the utmost sup¬ 
port from MLB to get past 
May,” Fraccari said. “We’re 


still negotiating. 

“If we make it past this step 
there are a lot more cards 
to play," he added. 

“There are a lot of IOC 
members from Latin Amer¬ 
ica who support baseball. 
The executive committee 
is one thing, the congress is 
another.” 

The Olympic tournaments 
would feature eight teams 
divided into two groups, 
with the top two finishers in 
each group advancing to 
the semifinals. 

Another option Fraccari 
has floated is suspending 
the MLB All-Star Game ev¬ 
ery four years and having a 
break later in the season for 
the Olympics instead. But 


MLB does not appear open 
to that proposal. 

The IOC voted in 2005 to 
remove baseball and soft- 
ball from the Olympic pro¬ 


gram after the 2008 Beijing 
Games. As separate bids, 
the two sports both failed 
to return for the 2016 Rio de 
Janeiro Games. □

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DIY approach to mental health help gains

LONDON (AP) — After cro¬ 
cheting a colorful blanket, 
Joan Ferguson snuggled 
up under it one night and 
proudly thought: “This is 
one groovy blanket. I’m 
brilliant.” 

Ferguson, 53, who struggles 
with low self-esteem, said it 
was the first time she had 
ever praised herself. She at¬ 
tributed the breakthrough 
in part to free self-help 
classes on mental health 
run by Britain’s govern¬ 
ment-funded medical sys¬ 
tem. 

With a long wait to see 
a psychologist, the British 
government is turning to 
the classroom to treat peo¬ 
ple with mild-to-moderate 
mental health problems 
with a mix of PowerPoint 
presentations and group 
exercises. 

Ferguson's class of about 10 
people, which meets once 
a week in east London, is 
led by two “psychological 
wellbeing practitioners.” 
The instructors are trained 
for a year on how to help 
people change their be¬ 
havior or thinking but they 
aren’t fully fledged psy¬ 
chologists. 

While some dismiss the ap¬ 
proach as do-it-yourself 
therapy, experts say there 
is convincing evidence 


that people with conditions 
like depression and anxiety 
can be successfully treated 
without ever seeing a psy¬ 
chologist or a psychiatrist. 
The strategy was adopted 
after Britain's independent 
health watchdog ruled 
that classes and self-help 
books are cost-effective. 
Treating people with men¬ 
tal health problems this 
way could get them back 
to work quicker and save 
the U.K. an estimated 700 
million pounds in lost tax 
revenue over four years, a 
previous study found. 

The government is aiming 
to use the classes to treat 
least 15 percent of the 
more than 6 million who 
need treatment for anxiety 
or depression. In 2011, only 
about 5 percent got some 
kind of therapy; about half 
were treated in classes or 
settings such as telephone 
sessions or computer ther¬ 
apy. 

Those with more serious 
problems, like schizophre¬ 
nia or post-traumatic stress 
disorder, are usually offered 
traditional psychotherapy. 
The self-help classes have a 
recovery rate of about 46 
percent, slightly lower than 
the 50 to 60 percent re¬ 
covery rates for those who 
get personal psychological 
counseling, according to 
statistics from the depart¬ 


ment of health. 

The British Psychological So¬ 
ciety, a professional group, 
helped design the training

New global strategy aims to eradicate polio by 2018

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

new global plan aims to 
end most cases of polio by 
late next year, and essen¬ 
tially eradicate the paralyz¬ 
ing disease by 2018 — if au¬ 
thorities can raise the $5.5 
billion needed to do the 
work, health officials said 
this week. 

Part of the challenge will 
be increasing security for 
vaccine workers who have 
come under attack in two 
of the hardest-hit coun¬ 
tries. And the plan calls for 
changing how much of the 
world protects against po¬ 
lio, phasing out the long- 
used oral vaccine in favor 
of a pricier but safer shot 


version. 

Intense vaccination cam¬ 
paigns have dropped cas¬ 
es to a historic low, a good 
opportunity for what is be¬ 
ing called the “endgame” 
strategy for this paralyzing 
disease, noted Dr. Rebec¬ 
ca Martin of the U.S. Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

“We have a chance now, 
with the fewest cases in the 
fewest places,” she said, 
joining officials from the 
World Health Organization, 
Gates Foundation and Ro¬ 
tary International to discuss 
the strategy that will be fi¬ 
nalized later this month. 
Officials acknowledged 
that financing the six-year 
plan upfront will be difficult 


given tight government 
budgets. The money would 
cover vaccinations as well 
as the monitoring required 
to be sure polio really is 
gone. Last year, authorities 
counted 223 cases of polio 
worldwide, down from 650 
the year before. Once a 
worldwide scourge, vac¬ 
cinations began in the 
1950s, and were success¬ 
ful enough in developed 
countries that a global 
fight for eradication be¬ 
gan in 1988. Now polio re¬ 
mains endemic in parts of 
just three countries — Paki¬ 
stan, Afghanistan and Ni¬ 
geria — where all but six of 
last year’s cases occurred. 
Other countries remain at 
risk, as travelers can spread 


the infectious disease to 
the unvaccinated. 

Recent killings of vaccine 
workers in Pakistan and Ni¬ 
geria have made the anti¬ 
polio campaign more diffi¬ 
cult, but it has not stopped 
and it will not, said WHO po¬ 
lio director Dr. Hamid Jafari. 
Despite the attacks, those 
countries made progress 
against polio last year, he 
said. The new strategy says 
countries also must deal 
with a smaller but real risk: 
polio cases caused by the 
vaccine itself. The highly ef¬ 
fective oral polio vaccine 
contains live, weakened 
virus that can occasionally 
regain strength and cause 
the very disease it was in¬ 
tended to prevent. □

Some American experts 
weren't sure the approach 
would work in the United 
States. 

“The expectations of treat¬ 
ment are very different 
in the U.S.,” said Michael 
Otto, a professor of psy¬ 
chology at Boston Univer¬ 
sity who has studied self- 
help approaches. “People 
think, ‘if I'm going to be 
paying for care, I want to 
get the treatment I want 
and that’s often personal 
therapy." 

Otto said the downside to 
such self-help programs is 
that people who don’t get 
better might just give up. 
Instructor Nabila El-Zanaty 
said the classes aren’t 
meant to be like group 
therapy. 

“It's more like psychologi¬ 
cal education,” she said, 
after leading a session that 
taught participants how 
to spot negative thoughts 
about themselves. 

She said patients must be 
monitored closely in case 
they need more intensive 
help. At the start of every 
class, they fill in a survey 
about their recent behav¬ 
ior, including whether they 
have hurt themselves or 
had suicidal thoughts. 
El-Zanaty said she's been 
surprised by how much the 
participants are willing to 
share in class. She said one 
woman who cried during 
every session and talked 
about suicide attempts 
was referred to personal¬ 
ized therapy. 

Most courses run about 
eight to 12 weeks. El- 
Zanaty said they check in 
with participants a month 
after the classes end. □

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Weak economic reports push stock market lower

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Study points to possible path 
to hope for an AIDS vaccine

In what may be an impor¬ 
tant step toward a long- 
elusive AIDS vaccine, U.S. 
researchers have minutely 
tracked one individual’s 
powerful immune response 
to the virus to see how a se¬ 
ries of mutations led to an 
antibody that can defeat 
many HIV strains. 

A vaccine still remains far 
off, but the research light¬ 
ed up one complex path 
that may someday be fol¬ 
lowed to that distant goal. 
“The beauty of this is that 
it’s a big clue as to the 
sequential steps the virus 
and the antibody take as 
they evolve,” said Dr. An¬ 
thony S. Fauci, director of 
the National Institute of 
Allergy and Infectious Dis¬ 
ease, which financed the 
research. The study was 
led by scientists at Duke 
University and also drew in 
researchers from Colum¬ 
bia, Stanford, the University 
of Pennsylvania and else¬ 
where. It was published on¬ 
line Wednesday in the jour¬ 
nal Nature. Scientists have 
so far failed to produce an 
AIDS vaccine because HIV 
mutates so rapidly. 


The study analyzed many 
sequential samples of the 
blood of one African man 
from shortly after he was 
infected until about two 
years later, when he start¬ 
ed to produce “broadly 
neutralizing antibodies.” 
Antibodies are Y-shaped 
proteins that neutralize vi¬ 
rus particles by grabbing 
onto all the surface recep¬ 
tors they use to attach to 
cells. The antibodies the 
patient eventually evolved 
were called “broadly neu¬ 
tralizing” because they 
were able to jam up about 
55 percent of all known HIV 
strains. About 20 percent 
of all HIV carriers eventu¬ 
ally produce broadly neu¬ 
tralizing antibodies, Fauci 
explained. But that usu¬ 
ally happens only after 
they have been infected 
for between two and four 
years, and by that time the 
powerful antibodies can't 
save them because they 
are overwhelmed with so 
much mutating virus. 

In theory, if such antibod¬ 
ies could be cloned in bulk, 
a cocktail of enough vari¬ 
ants to match all known 
HIV strains could be given 
to newly infected patients.

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Ant farms nurture curiosity, interest in children

LOS ANGELES (AP) — What 
does it take to elevate the 
common ant from picnic 
pest to household pet? 

To thousands of children 
and many adults, the an¬ 
swer is a bit of soil and a see- 
through enclosure that, in 
these modern times, can 
be made from an extra 
CD case or bought tricked 
out with special projection 
lights. 

Ant farms, the narrow glass 
or plastic containers filled 
with soil that mimic ant col¬ 
onies, have been popular 
among generations of chil¬ 
dren, and marketers say 
they remain in-demand 
even in the age of com¬ 
puters and video games. 
Uncle Milton Industries, a 
Los Angeles-based com¬ 
pany that has been in 
business for six decades, 
has sold more than 20 mil¬ 
lion ant farms. Company 
founder Milton Levine and 
his brother-in-law invent¬ 
ed the ant farm nearly 60 
years ago, and the com¬ 
pany continues to update 
its main product, such 
as with a version that in¬ 
cludes a light that projects 
the ants’ shadows on the 
ceiling. “As the world gets 
more complex, some of 
these classic toys become 
more popular," said Ken 
Malouf, vice president of 
marketing and product 
management. 

Thousands of people, not 
just children, enjoy insects 
as pets and are willing to 
spend the time and money 
on them, said Lila Higgins, 
manager of the Citizen 
Science and Live Animals 
exhibit at the Los Angeles 
County Natural History Mu¬ 
seum. 

“We have 16,000 people 
come to our bug fair every 
year and a lot of them buy 
or collect insects as pets. 
As long as we’re buying

from responsible traders 
and collecting responsibly, 
I think the benefit (of taking 
queen ants) can far out¬ 
weigh the cost to our envi¬ 
ronment,” Higgins said. 

Ant farms can be an easy 
way to help nurture a 
child's interest in insects, 
since they can be home¬ 
made or purchased. Uncle 
Milton Industries’ ant farms 
come with 12 to 20 har¬ 
vester worker ants, which 
are chosen because “they 
are diggers, strong and ro¬ 
bust,” Malouf said. 

Queen ants are not includ¬ 
ed, so the colony will last 
about three months, he 
said. A colony reproduces 
because of the queen, its 
sole fertile member. Her 
eggs keep the colony go¬ 
ing for years, Higgins said. 
Noah Shryack of Stanton, 
Texas, “has loved ants 
since he was 1 or 2 and he 
put them in his bucket and 
tried to bring them in the 
house,” said his mom, Lana. 
She promised he could get 
an ant farm “when he was 
old enough," which was 
last Christmas, when he 
was 5. 


“He loves it. He checks ev¬ 
ery morning to see what 
the ants have done over¬ 
night,” said Shryack, who 
likes taking a look too. “I 
was almost as excited as 
him,” she said. 

Rachael Estanislao, an At¬ 
lanta blogger and mother 
of a 6-year-old boy, treats 
her son’s ant farm as an 
educational toy rather 
than a pet, though she has 
used the ants to teach him 
about caring for another 
living creature. 

“It's definitely like learning 
to have a pet. It’s about 
learning to respect their 
environment and help¬ 
ing them live healthy,” she 
said. As an educational 
toy, she said it was one of 
the few that has kept her 
son Anakin’s interest. 

The idea is to help kids dis¬ 
cover nature and its crit¬ 
ters in the hope it will make 


them curious about the 
world around them, Malouf 
said. Estanislao agreed, 
saying the farm taught 
Anakin about ant hills and 
the mounds he sees out¬ 
side. Shryack said her son is 
amazed most by the large 
pieces of food the ants 
can carry and their team¬ 
work to dig tunnels. 

She said when some died, 
she also used it as a teach¬ 
ing moment: “I just told him 
it is a normal process and 
some live and some die.” 
Those who want to build 
their ant farms can do so 
with a handful of CD cases 
and instructions that are 
readily available online. 
The trickiest part is filling the 
colony with harvester ants 
— the best type for keep¬ 
ing as pets — and catch¬ 
ing a queen, since she has 
a lot of worker ants pro¬ 
tecting her, Higgins said. 


The best time to catch a 
queen, which is bigger 
than the worker ants, is af¬ 
ter the mating flight, Hig¬ 
gins said. Once a colony 
is settled, it will become 
“quite a yearslong invest¬ 
ment," Higgins said. 

Her colleague, Brian 
Brown, curator and chief 
of the NHM's entomology 
department, didn’t have 
an ant farm as a child but 
his research on ant-decap¬ 
itating flies forces him to 
work with the insects. Sci¬ 
entists are working to see 
if the flies from Argentina 
and Brazil can control fire 
ants in the United States, 
Brown said. 

To him, ants have limited 
appeal as pets because 
they’re not interactive: 
“Dogs are our perfect pets 
because we’ve evolved 
with them over thousands 
of years. They react to us, 
a lot of their behavior is di¬ 
rected toward humans. ... 
An ant colony is basically 
indifferent to our presence 
except when they're dis¬ 
turbed — when you bang 
on the glass or give them 
food or you mess around 
with their nest,” Brown said. 
Malouf doesn’t recom¬ 
mend toying too much 
with the ant farm, or leav¬ 
ing it in places where it can 
be knocked over by a pet 
or a human. 

He added that escapes, 
though feared by most 
parents, are unlikely since 
the seals around the farm 
are very tight. 

Brown figures an equally 
entertaining alternative to 
an ant farm could be a 
computerized projection 
of a live colony. □ 


Scientists find hint of dark matter from cosmos

GENEVA (AP) — A $2 billion 
cosmic ray detector on the 
International Space Station 
has found the footprint of 
something that could be 
dark matter, the mysterious 
substance that is believed 
to hold the cosmos togeth¬ 
er but has never been di¬ 
rectly observed, scientists 
say. 

But the first results from the 
Alpha Magnetic Spec¬ 
trometer, known by its ac¬ 


ronym AMS, are almost as 
enigmatic as dark matter 
itself. They show evidence 
of new physics phenom¬ 
ena that could be the 
strange and unknown dark 
matter or could be energy 
that originates from pulsars, 
scientists at the European 
particle physics laboratory 
near Geneva announced 
Wednesday. 

The results from the detec¬ 
tor are significant, because 
dark matter is thought to 
make up about a quarter 
of all the matter in the uni¬ 


verse. Unraveling the mys¬ 
tery of dark matter could 
help scientists better un¬ 
derstand the composition 
of our universe and, more 
particularly, what holds 
galaxies together. 
Nobel-winning physicist 
Samuel Ting, who leads 
the team, told colleagues 
at the European Organiza¬ 
tion for Nuclear Research, 
known as CERN, that he 
expects a more conclu¬ 
sive answer within months 
about this “unexpected 
new phenomena.”□ 
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Leno to leave NBC’s ‘Tonight Show’ next spring

NEW YORK (AP) — NBC on 

Wednesday announced its 
long-rumored switch in late 
night, replacing Jay Leno 
at the “Tonight” show with 
Jimmy Fallon and moving 
the iconic franchise back 
to New York. 

Fallon will take over in 
about a year, the switch 
coinciding with NBC’s Win¬ 
ter Olympics coverage 
next year. Veteran “Satur¬ 
day Night Live” producer 
Lome Michaels also will 
take over as executive pro¬ 
ducer of “Tonight.” 

NBC made no announce¬ 
ment on who would re¬ 
place Fallon at the 12:35 
a.m. “Late Night" slot, 
although Seth Meyers of 
“Saturday Night Live” is 
considered a strong can¬ 
didate. 

The change at “Tonight,” 
the longest-running and 
most popular late-night 
talk show, had been wide¬ 
ly reported but not con¬ 
firmed by the network until 
Wednesday. NBC report¬ 
edly just wrapped up ne¬ 
gotiations with Fallon on a 
contract extension. 

Steve Burke, chief execu¬ 
tive officer of NBC Univer¬ 
sal, said the network is pur¬ 
posefully making the move 
when Leno is still at the 
top of the ratings, just as 
when Leno replaced John¬ 
ny Carson at “Tonight" in 


1992. 

“Jimmy Fallon is a unique 
talent and this is his time,” 
Burke said. 

Leno, in a statement, of¬ 
fered his congratulations 


to Fallon. 

“I hope you're as lucky as 
me and hold on to the job 
until you're the old guy," 
he said. “If you need me, 
I’ll be at the garage.” 
Fallon said: “I’m really ex¬ 
cited to host a show that 
starts today instead of to¬ 
morrow.” 

NBC has been quietly build¬ 
ing a new studio for Fallon 
at its Rockefeller Center 
headquarters. “Tonight" 


began in New York in the 
1950s, but Carson moved it 
to California in 1972. Start¬ 
ing next year, Fallon, Let- 
terman, Jon Stewart and 
Stephen Colbert will tape 


late-night shows in New 
York. ABC’s Jimmy Kimmel 
and TNT’s Conan O'Brien 
will be the top California- 
based shows. 

“The ‘Tonight’ show will 
bring even more jobs and 
economic activity to our 
city, and we couldn’t be 
happier that one of New 
York's own is bringing the 
show back to where it start¬ 
ed, and where it belongs,” 
said New York City Mayor 


Michael Bloomberg. 

New York state recently 
added a tax credit in its 
budget that seemed de¬ 
signed specifically to ben¬ 
efit NBC’s move East with 


“Tonight.” 

While a storied part of 
television tradition, the 
network late-night shows 
find themselves with much 
more competition now 
with cable programs like 
“Adult Swim,” smaller talk 
shows hosted by the Com¬ 
edy Central duo of Stew¬ 
art and Colbert, Chelsea 
Handler and a device — a 
large number of people 
take that time to watch 


programs they had taped 
earlier on their DVRs. 

NBC is worried that ABC’s 
Kimmel will establish him¬ 
self as a go-to late night 
performer for a younger 
generation if the network 
doesn't move swiftly to in¬ 
stall Fallon. ABC moved 
Kimmel's time slot to di¬ 
rectly compete with Leno 
earlier this year. 

But the move also has the 
potential to backfire with 
Leno’s fans, who did not 
embrace O’Brien when 
Leno was temporarily 
moved to prime time a few 
years ago. 

“The guys at NBC are not 
totally stupid and are not 
going to shoot themselves 
in the foot," said Gary Carr, 
senior vice president and 
executive director of na¬ 
tional broadcast for the ad 
buying firm TargetCast. “I 
think it’s a good move for 
them long-term. But it may 
have short-term ramifica¬ 
tions.” NBC has long prided 
itself on smooth transitions 
but that reputation took a 
hit with the short-lived and 
ill-fated move of O'Brien 
to “Tonight” and Leno to 
prime-time a few years 
ago. In morning televi¬ 
sion, the “Today” show has 
taken a ratings nose dive 
in large measure because 
of anger at how Ann Curry 
was treated when she was 
ousted last year as Matt 
Lauer's co-host. □

Jose, Toronto and Chica¬ 
go go on sale April 8. Ticket 
sales for the other cities will 
be announced later. 

The band will also headline 
the Glastonbury Festival on 
June 29 and will perform at 
London’s Hyde Park on July 
6 . 

Former band mate Mick 
Taylor, who was a member 
of the Rolling Stones from 
1969 through 1974, will be 
a special guest throughout 
the tour. 

The foursome celebrated 
their 50 anniversary late 
last year, playing five sold- 
out shows in New York, 
New Jersey and London. 


Special guests included 
Bruce Springsteen, Lady 
Gaga, the Black Keys and 
Mary J. Blige. 

“We did a few shows in 
London and New York last 
year ... and had such a 
good time that we thought 
... let's do some more,” 
Mick Jagger said in a state¬ 
ment. “It's a good show.” 
“From day one at rehears¬ 
als it sounded so fresh. You 
could tell that everybody 
was dying to get their teeth 
into it," Keith Richards said.

Australia puts $22.6M into 
‘20,000 Leagues’ remake

CANBERRA, Australia (AP) 

— Australia is paying its 
biggest Hollywood induce¬ 
ment ever to bring “20,000 
Leagues Under the Sea” 
Down Under. 

The Walt Disney Studios 
will film a new version of 
the science fiction classic 
in Australia, which will pay 
the studio 21.6 million Aus¬ 
tralia dollars ($22.6 million) 
to film there, the govern¬ 
ment said Tuesday. 

David Fincher of “The Girl 
With The Dragon Tattoo” 
and “The Social Network” 
will direct, said Disney Asia- 
Pacific spokeswoman Al- 
annah Hall-Smifh. 

“No casting decisions have 
been made,” she said, so 
the filming schedule and 
locations haven't been 
set. 

The Australian newspaper 
reported the movie was 
offered fo Brad Piff, who 
starred in Fincher's “Fight 
Club,” and to Channing 
Tatum, though nothing has 
been set. 

The story centers on Capt. 
Nemo and the undersea 
adventures encountered 
on his submarine the Nauti¬ 
lus. Jules Verne's book was 
made into an Academy 
Award-winning movie in 
1954 with Kirk Douglas star¬ 
ring as sailor Ned Land and 
James Mason as Nemo. 
The announcement comes 
after “The Wolverine,” 
starring Australian actor 
Hugh Jackman, recently 
wrapped filming in Sydney. 


The governmenf paid Fox 
Studios AU$12.8 million to 
film in Australia. 

Prime Minister Julia Gillard 
said the “The Wolverine" 
created more than 1,750 
jobs, contracted more 
than 1,027 Australian com¬ 
panies and generated 
AU$80 million in investment. 
She expects “20,000 
Leagues Under the Sea” 
will create more than 2,000 
jobs. 

A strong Australian dollar 
buoyed by a mining boom 
has made Australia less at¬ 
tractive to Hollywood as a 
filmmaking location in re¬ 
cent years. 

The payment comes in the 
form of a grant based on 
a percentage of fhe film’s 
expected expenditures in 
Australia. 

The standard location off¬ 
set has been 16.5 percent, 
though the film industry is 
lobbying for it to be raised 
to 30 percent. 

The government an¬ 
nounced last month the 
creation of a new AU$20 
million fund to comple¬ 
ment the location offset. 
It also said it would con¬ 
sider increasing the offset 
above 16.5 percent if the 
Australian dollar remained 
high. 

It wasn’t known how much 
the payment would offset 
the film’s budget. It is a ma¬ 
jor inducement compared 
to those typically offered in 
America, where states of¬ 
ten give tax breaks to mov¬ 
ie and TV productions to 
film within their borders. □

‘42’ shows why Jackie 
Robinson still matters

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 

There's a scene in “42" in 
which Jackie Robinson, the 
first black player in modern 
Major League Baseball, 
endures intolerably cruel 
racial slurs from the Phila¬ 
delphia Phillies’ manager. 
It’s early in the 1947 sea¬ 
son. Each time the Brook¬ 
lyn Dodgers’ first baseman 
comes up to bat, manager 
Ben Chapman emerges 
from fhe dugouf, stands 
on the field and taunts him 
with increasingly personal 
and vitriolic attacks. It’s a 
visible struggle, but No. 42 
maintains his composure 
before a crowd of thou¬ 
sands. 

As a viewer, it's uncomfort¬ 
able to watch — although 
as writer-director Brian Hel¬ 
geland points out, “if any¬ 
thing, the language we 
have in that scene was 
cleaned up from what it 
was.” 

Such hatred may seem 
archaic, an ugly episode 
in our nation's history that 
we’d rather forget. But 
remembering Robinson's 
accomplishments is more 
important than ever, say 
people involved with “42” 
and baseball historians 
alike. And because he was 
such an inspiring cultural 
figure, it’s more important 


than ever to get his story 
right. 

Helgeland, an Oscar win¬ 
ner for his “L.A. Confiden¬ 
tial" screenplay who previ¬ 
ously directed “Payback” 
and “A Knight's Tale,” 
said he felt “an enormous 
amount of pressure” to be 
faithful to Robinson’s story, 
both because of his signifi¬ 
cance and because his life 
had been written about so 
extensively. That included 
recreating games right 
from the box scores. So 
when Robinson (Chadwick 
Boseman) homers during 
a crucial pennant-race 
game off a pitcher who’d 
dinged him earlier in the 
year, it’s a dramatic mo¬ 
ment, but it also actually 
happened. 

“It's always a tricky thing 
because it's a movie, and 
even in this movie we're 
trying to tell two years 
in two hours,” he said. 
“You’re obviously not see¬ 
ing every moment, but the 
discipline I applied to the 
script was trying to make 
sure every moment was 
documented.” 

Helgeland began working 
on the film two years ago, 
with the blessing of Robin¬ 
son's widow, Rachel, be¬ 
cause he felt Robinson “de¬ 
serves a great, big movie.” 
Robinson himself starred in 
the 1950 biography “The 


Jackie Robinson Story," 
which also details how 
Brooklyn Dodgers presi¬ 
dent and general manag¬ 
er Branch Rickey (played 
here by a feisty Harrison 
Ford) had the courage to 
sign the fleet-footed Negro 
League player, despite re¬ 
ceiving discouragement 
from around the league 
and death threats from 
fans. “People would say fo 
me, ‘You're making anoth¬ 
er Jackie Robinson mov¬ 
ie?’ and I'd say, ‘What was 
the other one you saw?"' 
Helgeland said. “(Racism 
is) always going to be a rel¬ 
evant thing. It’s not a thing 
that’s ever going to be 
eradicated. Society has to 
stay on guard about it and 
not get complacent about 
it." Boseman, who bears a 
remarkable resemblance 
to Robinson, grew up play¬ 
ing basketball but said he 
learned of Robinson’s im¬ 
portance around the same 
time he first learned of 
Marfin Luther King Jr.’s cru¬ 
cial role in fighting for civil 
rights. Robinson’s uniform 
number has been retired 
throughout the league — 
only New York Yankees 
closer Mariano Rivera still 
wears it, and he’s retiring 
after this season — but ev¬ 
ery year on April 15, every¬ 
one in baseball wears No. 
42. □ 
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Need A Job? Invent It

Tony Wagner, the Harvard edu¬ 
cation specialist, describes his 
job today, he says he’s “a trans¬ 
lator between two hostile tribes” 
- the education world and the 
business world, the people who 
teach our kids and the people 
who give them jobs. Wagner’s 
argument in his book ‘‘Creating 
Innovators: The Making of Young 
People Who Will Change the 
World” is that our K-12 and col¬ 
lege tracks are not consistently 
‘‘adding the value and teaching 
the skills that matter most in the 
marketplace.” 

This is dangerous at a time when 
there is increasingly no such thing 
as a high-wage, middle-skilled 
job - the thing that sustained 
the middle class in the past 
generation. Now there is only a 
high-wage, high-skilled job. Ev¬ 
ery middle-class job today is be¬ 
ing pulled up, out or down faster 
than ever. That is, it either requires 
more skill or can be done by 
more people around the world 
or is being buried - made obso¬ 
lete - faster than ever. Which is 
why the goal of education to¬ 
day, argues Wagner, should not 
be to make every child ‘‘college 
ready” but ‘‘innovation ready” - 
ready to add value to whatever 
they do. 

That is a tall task. I tracked Wag¬ 
ner down and asked him to 
elaborate. ‘‘Today,” he said via 
email, ‘‘because knowledge is 
available on every Internet-con¬ 
nected device, what you know 
matters far less than what you 
can do with what you know. The 
capacity to innovate - the abil¬ 
ity to solve problems creatively or 
bring new possibilities to life - and 
skills like critical thinking, commu¬ 
nication and collaboration are 
far more important than aca¬ 
demic knowledge. As one ex¬ 
ecutive told me, ‘We can teach 
new hires the content, and we 
will have to because it continues 
to change, but we can’t teach 
them how to think - to ask the 
right questions - and to take ini¬ 
tiative.’” 

My generation had it easy. We 
got to ‘‘find” a job. But, more 
than ever, our kids will have to 
‘‘invent” a job. (Fortunately, in 
today’s world, that’s easier and 
cheaper than ever before.) 
Sure, the lucky ones will find their 
first job, but, given the pace of 
change today, even they will 
have to reinvent, re-engineer 
and reimagine that job much 
more often than their parents 
if they want to advance in it. If 
that’s true, I asked Wagner, what 
do young people need to know 
today? 

‘‘Every young person will con¬ 


tinue to need basic knowledge, 
of course,” he said. ‘‘But they will 
need skills and motivation even 
more. Of these three educa¬ 
tion goals, motivation is the most 
critical. Young people who are 
intrinsically motivated - curious, 
persistent and willing to take risks 
- will learn new knowledge and 
skills continuously. They will be 
able to find new opportunities or 
create their own - a disposition 
that will be increasingly impor¬ 
tant as many traditional careers 
disappear.” 

So what should be the focus of 
education reform today? 

‘‘We teach and test things most 
students have no interest in and 
will never need, and facts that 
they can Google and will forget 
as soon as the test is over,” said 
Wagner.‘‘Because of this, the 
longer kids are in school, the less 
motivated they become. Gal¬ 
lup’s recent survey showed stu¬ 
dent engagement going from 80 
percent in fifth grade to 40 per¬ 
cent in high school. More than 
a century ago, we ‘reinvented’ 
the one-room schoolhouse and 
created factory schools for the 
industrial economy. Reimagin¬ 
ing schools for the 21st century 
must be our highest priority. We 
need to focus more on teach¬ 
ing the skill and will to learn and 
to make a difference and bring 
the three most powerful ingre¬ 
dients of intrinsic motivation into 
the classroom: play, passion and 
purpose.” 

What does that mean for teach¬ 
ers and principals? 

‘‘Teachers,” he said, ‘‘need to 
coach students to performance 
excellence, and principals must 
be instructional leaders who cre¬ 
ate the culture of collaboration 
required to innovate. But what 
gets tested is what gets taught, 
and so we need ‘Account¬ 
ability 2.0.’ All students should 
have digital portfolios to show 
evidence of mastery of skills like 
critical thinking and communi¬ 
cation, which they build up right 
through K-12 and postsecond¬ 
ary. Selective use of high-quality 
tests, like the College and Work 
Readiness Assessment, is impor¬ 
tant. Finally, teachers should be 
judged on evidence of improve¬ 
ment in students’ work through 
the year - instead of a score on a 
bubble test in May. We need lab 
schools where students earn a 
high school diploma by complet¬ 
ing a series of skill-based ‘merit 
badges’ in things like entrepre¬ 
neurship. 

And schools of education where 
all new teachers have ‘residen¬ 
cies’ with master teachers and 
performance standards - not 
content standards - must be¬ 
come the new normal through¬ 
out the system.” 

Who is doing it right? 

‘‘Finland is one of the most inno¬ 
vative economies in the world,” 
he said, ‘‘and it is the only country 
where students leave high school 
‘innovation-ready.’They learn 
concepts and creativity more 
than facts, and have a choice of 
many electives - all with a shorter 
school day, little homework and 
almost no testing.□ 



Will Gays Be Punished For Success?

WASHINGTON - Gays might not 
win because they’ve already 
won? 

That was the moronic oxymo¬ 
ron at the heart of the Supreme 
Court debate on same-sex mar¬ 
riage. 

As Washington shivered in a 
chilly spring, there was no music 
of history at America’s highest 
court. The justices offered no 
pearls on liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness. Justice Antonin 
Scalia didn’t even know how 
many states allowed gay mar¬ 
riage. Clarence Thomas looked 
distracted, whispering to clerks 
and tilting horizontally in his chair. 
Justice Anthony Kennedy had a 
single compassionate moment, 
mentioning the children whose 
gay parents were stuck in marital 
limbo. But for the most part, the 
human factor, how demeaning 
it feels to be shunted to a lower 
plane than your fellow citizens, 
was ignored. 

Kennedy offered no lovely odes 
to fairness as he did in Lawrence 
v. Texas in 2003, striking down a 
sodomy law, when people in the 
courtroom actually wept at his 
majority opinion, which stated 
that ‘‘the heart of liberty is the 
right to define one’s own con¬ 
cept of existence, of meaning, of 
the universe, and of the mystery 
of human life.” 

Brushing back originalists and 
troglodytes then, Kennedy said 
that ‘‘times can blind us to cer¬ 
tain truths, and later generations 
can see that laws once thought 
necessary and proper in fact 
serve only to oppress.” 

On Wednesday, Chief Justice 


John Roberts played Karl Rove, 
musing not about moral impera¬ 
tives but political momentum. 
‘‘You don’t doubt that the lobby 
supporting the enactment of 
same-sex marriage laws in differ¬ 
ent states is politically powerful, 
do you?” he asked Roberta Ka¬ 
plan, the New York lawyer repre¬ 
senting Edie Windsor, the capti¬ 
vating 83-year-old who argued 
that she would not have been 
socked with a whopping estate 
tax bill if her spouse had been 
named Theo instead of Thea. 
Roberts pressed the point, not¬ 
ing, ‘‘As far as I can tell, political 
figures are falling over them¬ 
selves to endorse your side of the 
case.” 

Certainly, the cascading head¬ 
lines were buoying. ‘‘Gay Mar¬ 
riage Already Won,” Time pro¬ 
claimed. ‘‘Why the Gay-Mar¬ 
riage Fight Is Over,” The New 
Yorker deemed. It was hard to 
find vocal opponents in the vi¬ 
brant demonstration outside the 
Supreme Court, and Rush Lim- 
baugh conceded, ‘‘This issue is 
lost.” There was even a Chick-fil- 
A franchise in Southern California 
giving free meals to gay-mar¬ 
riage supporters. 

But Roberts’ suggestion that gays 
are banishing a long, egregious 
history of blatant, disgusting, 
government-sponsored discrimi¬ 
nation on their own is absurd. 
You could almost hear him think¬ 
ing, ‘‘They’ve got ‘Glee,’ they’ve 
got Ellen, they’ve got Tammy 
Baldwin - what are they whining 
about?” 

Can you imagine Chief Jus¬ 
tice Earl Warren, a Republican, 
making a similar point about 
blacks during the 1967 Loving 
v. Virginia arguments? In that 
case, the 1964 Civil Rights Act 
had been passed and the 1967 
movie ‘‘Guess Who’s Coming 
to Dinner?” was a harbinger of 
a sea change on mixed-race 
marriages. The court noted in its 
opinion that the political process 
had achieved significant prog¬ 
ress around the country, with 14 
states in 15 years repealing laws 
outlawing interracial marriages. 


Yet the justices struck down the 
law anyway because, as they 
said, ‘‘the freedom to marry has 
long been recognized as one 
of the vital personal rights es¬ 
sential to the orderly pursuit of 
happiness by free men.” (Paving 
the way for Clarence and Ginni 
Thomas to live happily ever after 
in Virginia.) 

When the suit against Proposi¬ 
tion 8, the initiative that banned 
gay marriage in California, was 
filed in 2009, opponents argued 
that it was too soon and that a 
court decision favoring gay rights 
could cause a backlash. Now 
opponents say things are going 
so well for gays that they don’t 
need help from the Supreme 
Court. Damned if you do and 
damned if you don’t. (Or in this 
case, damned if you say ‘‘I do.”) 
Gays may be winning on at¬ 
mospherics, but there’s only so 
much more progress they can 
make politically. 

Women are protected from dis¬ 
crimination under the law even 
though they make up 51 percent 
of the population and are as re¬ 
sponsible as anybody for putting 
Barack Obama in the Oval Of¬ 
fice twice. 

But Congress has passed no 
federal protections for gays on 
employment, housing and edu¬ 
cation. In 29 states, it is perfectly 
legal to fire someone because of 
his or her sexual orientation. The 
FBI says the only uptick in hate 
crimes involves attacks on gays. 
Thirty-one states have enacted 
constitutional amendments ban¬ 
ning same-sex marriage. Beyond 
the nine states where they can 
marry, plus D.C., gays may pick 
up Illinois and Delaware, but 
then there’s a hard stop. Those 
struck by Cupid in places like 
Alabama, Arkansas and Utah will 
long be left either moving or say¬ 
ing, “I’m deliriously, madly in love 
with you, but let’s leave it to the 
states, honey.” 

Even with Hispanics riding high in 
the public arena, the “wetback” 
crack by the Republican con¬ 
gressman Don Young of Alaska 
shows bigotry is always lurking.□ 
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Producing Pasta With A Perfectionist’s Touch

SAN FRANCISCO - In 2010, 
as the chef Jonathan Ben- 
no was creating the menu 
for Lincoln Ristorante in 
New York, he found himself 
with a culinary challenge. 
Lincoln had a prime loca¬ 
tion on the campus of Lin¬ 
coln Center and a striking 
custom-designed building. 
But Benno felt a certain 
pressure to distinguish his 
project from an increasing¬ 


ly crowded field. 

“Look at all of the new Ital¬ 
ian restaurants that are get¬ 
ting attention in New York 
and Brooklyn,” he said. “It's 
staggering. You can't keep 
up with it.” Linder such cir¬ 
cumstances, he said, a 
chef has to ask, “What's 
going to make us special?” 
A friend of Benno’s, the 
chef Michael White, had 
an idea: fresh pasta. Pre¬ 
pared properly, house- 
made pasta has a luxuri¬ 
ously silky, creamy texture 
and a springy bite quite 
different from that of dried 


pasta cooked al dente. 
And despite all the effort, it 
can be a time saver. 

“It takes a minute to cook,” 
White said. “If you were 
cooking dry pasta to order, 
it’s at least seven or eight 
minutes. When you're try¬ 
ing to choreograph that in 
the kitchen, pasta and dif¬ 
ferent appetizers, it's very 
hard to do with dry pasta.” 
As for how Benno could 
take on the task of making 
his own, White had a sec¬ 


ond suggestion: Call Emilio. 
Benno was soon on the 
phone with Emilio Mitid- 
ieri, an entrepreneur who 
has carved out a lucrative 
niche over the last three 
decades by equipping 
Italian restaurants with the 
means of manufacturing 
their most crucial ingredi¬ 
ent. 

Last year, Mitidieri’s com¬ 
pany here, Emiliomiti, did 
$1.6 million in business, im¬ 
porting and selling machin¬ 
ery from a number of Italian 
manufacturers. His custom¬ 
ers include some of the na¬ 


tion’s most acclaimed res¬ 
taurants, like Maialino and II 
Buco Alimentari e Vineria in 
New York and Flour & Wa¬ 
ter, SPQR and Locanda in 
San Francisco. 

On a recent morning, Miti- 
dieri - a youthful 61, nattily 
dressed in a porkpie hat, 
tweed jacket and a butter- 
fly-bedecked scarf - gave 
a tour of his showroom and 
warehouse here in the Mis¬ 
sion District. After explain¬ 
ing the inner workings of 


complex contraptions, 
including a hulking 19805- 
vintage tortellini maker 
whose metal fingers repli¬ 
cate the movements per¬ 
fected by countless Italian 
grandmothers, he empha¬ 
sized that his company was 
not merely in the business 
of selling, but of matching 
equipment to each restau¬ 
rant’s needs. 

“We have a lot of questions 
for the client," he said. “A 
kid called me yesterday 
and had no clue - said he 
wanted to make ‘noodles.’ 

I had a long conversation 


to educate him, but he 
didn’t have time to listen to 
me.” 

Considering Mitidieri’s ex¬ 
pertise, aspiring pastaios 
would do well to heed his 
advice. The Brazilian-born 
son of parents from Cal¬ 
abria, Italy, Mitidieri immi¬ 
grated to San Francisco in 
1967. He studied business, 
immersed himself in the 
city's Italian community 
and in 1978 took a job at a 
North Beach ravioli factory, 


where he mastered the in¬ 
tricacies of mechanized 
pasta production. Later 
that year, he took what 
proved to be an influential 
sabbatical. 

“I went to Italy for a couple 
of weeks and stayed nine 
months,” he said. “I went to 
a lot of pasta machine fac¬ 
tories, learned about the 
machines, how they made 
them, who they make them 
for and how they did busi¬ 
ness." 

On returning to California in 
1979, Mitidieri got word that 
Ciao, a San Francisco res¬ 


taurant, was looking to buy 
a tortellini maker and a rav¬ 
ioli maker for its open kitch¬ 
en. He drew on his connec¬ 
tions in Italy, and brokered 
his first sale. In the 34 years 
since, he said, he has outfit¬ 
ted nearly 1,000 restaurants 
with pasta machines. 
Today, the ease with which 
the chefs discuss the ins 
and outs of pasta produc¬ 
tion makes him sound like 
the foreman of a small 
factory, which is not far off 
the mark: Many days some 
25 pounds of dough run 
through the machines to 
create the many varieties 
of pasta on the menu. 
Benno pointed out that 
the outlay for a kilogram of 
raw ingredients - flour and 
a splash of water or eggs 
- is a small fraction of the 
cost of a kilogram of high- 
quality imported pasta. 
But production has its own 
expenses: the price of the 
machines, training and dai¬ 
ly labor. Those costs, in turn, 
appear to be made up at 
the restaurant's cash reg¬ 
ister: Lincoln charges $24 
for a plate of sweet potato 
casonsei; Marea asks $25 
for ricotta ravioli with pesto. 
But the average diner need 
not abandon hope. Miti¬ 
dieri has been putting the 
finishing touches on an in¬ 
vention that he believes will 
make pasta-making more 
attractive to lower-end res¬ 
taurateurs. 

“Ninety-seven percent 
of the restaurant industry 
wouldn't consider having 
a pasta machine, because 
they buy prepared pasta, 
or they seem intimidated 
by the machine,” he said, 
“but they all have a Ho¬ 
bart,” referring to the burly 
commercial mixer. 

Sensing an untapped mar¬ 
ket, Mitidieri enlisted a ma¬ 
chinist in Italy to develop 
a compact extruder and 
a sheeter that bolt onto a 
Hobart's accessory sock¬ 
et. Capable of doing the 
work of stand-alone ma¬ 
chines costing two-and-a- 
half times as much, these 
new devices may prove to 
be his silver (or in this case, 
stainless steel) bullet. 

“When they see it, they'll 
buy it,” he said. “I showed it 
to some chefs, and it blew 
their minds.
